POMPON  DAHLIAS 

Pompons  are  very  small  balPshaped  flowers.  They  are  unexcelled  for 
cutting,  having  splendid  keeping  qualities  and  are  one  of  the  daintiest 
flowers  for  decoration. 

We  specialise  in  Pompons  and  have  been  prize  winners  each  time  we  have 
exhibited  from  the  novice  class  to  the  professional. 

At  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Frank  L.  Miller,  the  show  manager,  we  exhibited 
at  the  beautiful  1928  show  of  the  Dahlia  Society  of  Southern  California, 
carrying  our  Pompons  over  500  miles.  The  day  before  the  show,  when 
they  had  to  be  picked,  was  the  hottest  day  of  the  year  and  we  felt  the  Pom¬ 
pons  did  not  arrive  in  as  good  a  condition  as  we  would  have  liked;  notwith¬ 
standing  we  were  awarded  the  first  prize  for  the  best  ten  varieties  six  of 
each  and  for  the  best  basket  of  California  Pompons,  for  which  we  received  a 
very  handsome  silver  and  crystal  trophy.  We  also  won  three  first  prizes  on 
our  Pompons  at  the  1928  show  of  the  Dahlia  Society  of  California  and  two 
first  prizes  on  Pompons  at  the  County  Fair  in  Marin  County,  Novato, 
California. 

The  basket  of  Pompons  on  the  outside  page  of  the  catalog  was  one  of  our 
prize-winners.  It  was  in  the  orchid  tones,  shading  from  the  light  orchid  to 
deep  purple.  It  was  conceded  the  most  beautiful  basket  of  Pompons  in  the 
1928  show  of  the  Dahlia  Society  of  California.
